Estimated Road Fund la $658,2;>0 — 
Fiaures Are Prepared by Stalte 
Ccmmiseioner TercelL 

(SpecUI Trankfort CorresDonilence. ) 

Frankfort. — Thirteen counties will 
draw the lull amount allow eU by law 
out of the Slate road fund this ye:u-, 
$13,164, according to estimate just 
completed by Commissioner of Roads 
R. C. Terrell. It is based upon the 
1914 assessments and levy, excepting 
in a few instances where failure of the 
counties to report made it necessary 
to use the 1911' returns. The counties 
which will draw the full 2 per cent are: 
Uourbou, Campbell, Christian. Clark, 
Daviess, Fayette, Graves, Jetferson, 
Kenton, Mason, McCracken. Nelson 
and Shelby. 

The amount it is estimated each 
county will receive from the state 
road fund is based ou the ratio, the 
road levy of that particular county 
bears to the total levy for road pur- 
poses of all the counties, $2,071,571. 
The estimated road fund ia $$58,22u. 
After apportioning the money on this 
basis, a balance of over Si 00,000 was 
redistrlcted within the limits of the 
2 per cent, which is the maximum 
any county is allowed to drftw, and 
also not exceeding the total amount 
appro;;ri*ted for state aid work. In- 
cluding private subscriptions. In no 
case was a county alloted more than 
It asked for state aid, as some por- 
tions of the county levies naturally 
will be used for other work than that 
undertaken according to the law gov- 
erning state aid projects. The distri- 
bution of counties issuing bonds wili 
be based upon their road levies and 
special tax for sinking fund purposes: 
but the latter does not figure in thib 
estimate, as the commissioner had be- 
fore him only the 1914 levies to 'golde 
him.

Distribution of the 191,610.91 paid 
Into the United States Court by the 
Louisville & Nashville Railroad Co. 
from August 10, 1910, until last June, 
has been apportioned among the dis-

FILED WITH BRYAN BY BERN- 
8TORFT— CHARACTER OF 
NEUtlitALITY DOUBTED. 



London, April 10. — The French of- 
fensive In ,the district between the 
Meuse and the Moselle has developed 
into one of the most de^erata tat- 
tles of the war. 

Oflicial reports given out In Paris 
last night declare that the important 
position of Les Bparges, which domin- 
ates the plain of Woevre, now is com- 
pletely in the hands of the allies. 
Trenches here. It is reported, were 
"choked with German dead." 

In the forest of Montmare. it ia 
claimed, fifteen attacks of the Ger- 
mans In efforts to retake trenches cap- 
tured Thursday were repulsed. The 
reports adds that heaps of German 
bodies lay upon the ground afterward, 
while in Champagne the Germans 
were mowed down In a ■imn^y oSSn- 
slve movement. 

The French claim also the capture 
of 600 feet of ground ;n the forest of 
Allly. 

Bombarding St. Mlhlel. 
The French are incessantly bom- 
barding St. Mlhiel. the point of the 
wedge they are trying to force out, 
and at the same time are attacking 
the two sides of the wedge with in- 
fantry- and artillery in an endeavor to 
reach the roads which lead from St. 
Mlhlel to Metz. If the progress al- 
ready is as great as the French claim 
It to be, these roads should now be 
almost wlthbi reach of ttas Ftandi 
guns. 

Berlin denies the claims of success 
made by the allies, however, and offi- 
cial statements say that all French 
attacks were repulsed in tliis region, 
with tremendous loss to the French. 
The Germans report that the Belgians 
have been driven out of Drel Grach- 
ten. on the Tser canal, with heavy 
loaaea. 



SEIZES ITALY'S FREIGHT CARS 

German Government Also Bara Ex- 
ports to Rome — Deputies Say 
War is Necessary. 

Geneva, April 10. — The German gov- 
ernment, besides prohibiting exports 
from Germany to Italy, Is stopping 
at the frontier stations all empty 
Italian freight cars bound homeward. 
Passenger trains arriving In Switzer- 
land from Italy are crowded with Ger- 
man families. Railroad rolling stock 
is being withdrawn by Italy from the 
Swiss frontier for the transportation 
of troops and military stores in north- 
em Italy, destined for the regloa bat<- 
derlng on the Austrian Tyrol. 

A Milan dispatch to a Zurich news- 
paper says that at a mass meeting 
held last night and attended by five 
liberal deputies from Milan, a resolu- 
tion was adopted characterizing as 
"absolutely necessary" the participa- 
tion of Italy in the war. 



SEE RUSINESS BOOM IN U. S. 

Treasury Offlcials Base Statement on 
Bank Reports — Revival of Trade 
Activity Spreads to Every Line, 

Washington, April 12. — Treasury of- 
ficials predicted continued improve- 
ment in business conditions through- 
out the country. Their optimism was 
based on reports from eighty national 
bank examiners, which the department 
made public In a statement declar- 
ing the recent past has been marked 
by a steady return to conditions exlst- 
i-'is' before the European war upset 
American commercial relations, both 
domestic and foreign. Revival of busi- 
ness activity In virtually every line 
waa found. Good crops are expected. 



United Btatea la Aeeuae^ "of Accept- 
ing England'a Violation of Inter- 
national Law.^ 

Western Newspaper Union News Service 
Washington. — When the German 
Embassy made public the full text ol 
the memorandum which Ambassador 
Von BerAstorff filed with the State 
Department recently, criticising the 
Unified States GoTemment for alleged 
discrimination in the enforcement of 
its neutrality. It was at once recog- 
nized in diplomatic circles that an is- 
sue of the utmost seriousness for the 
United States had been raised. The 
German note challenged the charac- 
ter of American neutrality in blunt 
language, charging that the United 
States Government has made "a com- 
plete failure" of "safeguarding the le- 
gitimate American trade with Ger- 
many," and declaring that in view of 
this failure, "it is to be assumed that 
the United States GoTemment has ac- 
cepted Bngland'a violation of interna- 
tional law." 

Thia la the atroagest criticism lev- 
eled against the United States Govern- 
ment since the Turkish Ambassador. 
Rustem Bey, was recaUed last fall 
for the publication of a letter in which 
he criticised the policiea of the United 
States. The occasion of Rnstem Bey's 
letter was the sending of an American 
warstiip to Turkish waters to protect 
Americana from threatened danger by 
Turkish revolutionists and brigands. 
In his memorandum Count Von Bem- 
storft raises a neyr issue with respect 
to the shliment of arms and ammuni- 
tion. He saya that the International 
agreements for the protection of the 
rights of neutrals originate in the 
necessity of protecUng the existing 
industries of the neutral countries.

This is the most famous of the 

shepherd king's writings. Probably 
written in his later life, he borrows 
his figur? from the experience of his 
youth. The relation of the Iamb to 
David is a type to him of his rela- 
tions to God. Israel's greatest poet 
had aiiipl»^ time for meditation In the 
days of his youth as he followed the 
occupation of shepherd. His playing 
on the harp is famous and he made 
the first official use of music in the 
worship of Jehovah (see 1 Chron. 15: 
IB 24). The word Psalm" Is from the 
Greek, and first meant a stringed in- 
strument. The Hebrew title of this 
book is • Praises." Ot the 150 psalms 
David is expressly credited with 73. 

To fully study this, the sweetest of 
all psalms, .we must consider it verse 
by verse. 

(1) "My Shepherd." The lamb Is 
David. The She^erd la Jehovah. Tlie 
time is man's natural time on earth. 
The rest is in the future. This Shep- 
herd so provides that the Iamb "shall 
not want." It-Is his business to care 
for hia sheep. We are the aAeep. 
Jesus Is the Shepherd, and hIa sheep 
obey Us voice (John 10:4, 5). We 
shall not want for food, for drink, for 
graee, fpr quietness, for companion- 
ship, for guidance and for welcome 
back to the fold at the mid of the day 
or In the time of storm. 

(2) "He leadeth me." 'n^ie Lord to 
my Shepherd because (a) he bought 
me; (b) he feeds me; (c) he leads me." 
— Robotibn. To fully comprehend 
the deep signiflcance of this psalm we 
must try to know the land of Palestine 
and the hablta of eastern shepherds: 
how they feed their floclts, know 
them by name, and keep constant 
vigil against the danger of flood and 
wild beasts. The Lord Is an individ- 
ual shepherd, interested in the one 
BF well as the whole, and as such at- 
tends to each Individual's need. He 
provides a place for us to lie down 
in pastures ot tender grass: ' lie als-o 
causes us to wain h.>side "waters of 
quietness." He maVies us to lie down 
at times and he knows where t<^ lead, 
providing at the same time both food 
and drink. 

(3) "He restoreth my soul." The 
Shepherd revives our faintne.ss. If 
the lamb is too weak, he carries it "In 
his bosom" until It is revived. Many 
are the ways he revives us. A word, 
a sentence, a paragraph, or an experi- 
ence will ofttlmes restore the sick, 
weary, sorrowful or sin-buffeted child 
of God. He also leads — remember he 
does not drive — and his paths are 
patlis of pleasantness and of peace. 
Mis paths are "right tracks." not the 
delusive ones of sin. We cannot 
walk In these paths without liis leader- 
ship, witliout his strengthening rest, 
without the invigorating food and 
drink which is provided for us by the 
Good Shepherd. 

(4) "Yea though I walk." Just as 
every need has been and will be pro- 
vided for (Phil. 4:19) even so will 
every fear be banished. The flock has 
passed beyond the "toider grass" and 
'Vaters of qnletnew" Into new and 
strange experiences, into the "valley 
of deepest darkness," not alone the 
experience of physical death but all 
Of life's experieneea that are shroud- 
ed by thick. Impenetrable darkness, 
tor the Chriatlan does not alwajrs walk 
in paths of light. Sometimes we scarce- 
ly see the Shepherd, hut we may al- 
waya hear Ma vcdce. Dark valleys 
may lie between two excellait pas- 
turage grounds even as Bunyan sug- 
gests in Pilgrim's Pro g ress. Death 
to a ahadow, not a subatanee, for the 
stinc ot Bin has been removed (I 
Cor. IS: 64-57). Why not fear? "For 
thou art with me" and he to stronger 
than any possible enemy. Thore are 
dangers which we cannot cope with, 
but as he to with us "we are able." 

(5) "My cup runneth over." Here 
the figure Changes. Jriiovah Is now 
the bountiful host. What- a repast he 
baa spread! David aa a shepherd and 
as a fui^ve from Saul knew the pinch 
of himger and the satisfaction of eat- 
ing In peace, in the very presence of 
hto enemies, man and beast. They 
that are Christ's have enemtaa (John 
16:19; n Tim. 3:U), hat aa our Host 
he haa spread a banquet In their, very 
pr ua e o ce while the world goes on 
feeding upon the husks. He also anoints 
our heads' with the "ofl of badness," 
the Holy Spirit (Acts 10:38; I John 
«:M. S7 R. v.). For the aaelent feast 
ttito anotnttng was «• .sMsutlal prep> 
aratkNi. 

(•) '•I ahall dwell . . . fermfer." 
Goodness and mercy pursn^the psalm- 
ist' tn ma rked contrast with the calam- 
Itjt and the angd ot Judgment whtdk 
follow the wicked (Ps.

Do not overlook or neglect the hen. 
Her business is a small one, it is true, 
but, taken In the aggregate, at tbe end 
of a year it is a big thing to tbe farm- 
er. 

The best way to get eggs is to look 
after the hens a little. See that they 
can get plenty of fresh water every 
day. See that they get siouua u;eai 
scraps, ground bone and oyster shells, 
too, if you can. The most Important is 
a green feed during the winter, when 
there is no green feed. The way to 
make it cheap is to use oats. 

Fill a tub or bucket nearly full of 
oats. Pour warm water over tbem and 
let stand all night. Next day imt a lay- 
er of oats about an inch deep on an old 
burlap sack. Iai«^ on top of some 
tKMirds. Cover over with another sack, 
and spread on anotber layer of .oats 
and then another sack and so on- until 
all the oats are spread. Then wet tbe 
whole pile every day or two with waris 
water, and keep in a warm place, 
where It will not freeze, until the oats 
sprout. 'U'ben tbe sprouts get two or 
tliree inches Ions begin to feed them 
to the ctaiekena.

This Court has made a record 
for bond burning', and H has succeeded 
in paying off the floating indebtedness 
of the county to the extent of 858,000 
The Court is composed of gentlemen of 
the highest integrity, who seem filled 
with the laudable ambition to pay off as 
much of the county's indebtedness as 
possible. It has been disappointed in iu 
inability to reduce the tax rate, but it 
was unable to do so on account of the 
school levy as before stated.

WHEN THE FOWLS WONT UY 

Complaint la Heard at All Seasons 
of Yeaf^Ample Supply of Water 
Is, Essential for Egga. 



Every month or so I bear aoue 
chicken grower complaining that bis 
or her bens won't lay, in spite ct the 
fact that they have plenty of fresh 
water and that the ration ia so bat 
anced that it ought to make the hens 
lay In spite of ttaemselves. 

This complaint is heard at all sea- 
sons of the year and from the farm 
hen owner as well as the man who is 
trying to make a success of commer- 
cial poultry growing. It is serioos. 
too: for the steady, daily production 
of eggs is the thing that we depend 
upon to make hen keeping pay. In 
some flocks it is a well-nigh chronic 
complaint, but the owners seem never 
to be able to discover Just why the 
hens will lay for a month or two at 
one Beason and go on a strike for the 
rest of the year, says a writer in Farm 
Progress. 

Any one of a hundred reasons may 
be back of the failure of the hens to 
lay when they should and as they 
should. Take the one reason of old 
age. for instance. A lot of us manage 
our birds in such a hap-hazard way 
that we are never very sure of just 
how old all our hens are. 

Some people, too, will feed all man- 
ner of proper foods and feed them 
regularly and neglect proper watering. 
As a hen egg Is about two-thirds water 
it is very evident that plenty of water 
of the right kind is one of the mater- 
ials necessary to produce eggs. Then, 
too, we sometimes neglect the ques- 
tion of grit, of charcoal, of egg-laying 
materials that have to do with shell 
making and bone strengthening. 

In one or two cases that I have no- 
ticed the caupe of the lack of egg was 
caused by the dampness and claqiml- 
ness of the henhouse. Hens neither 
can nor will lay in a house that is 
damp and depressing as a cellar. 

Overcrowding is another reason why 
bene fail to lay. If there are not 
enough nesting boxes or if the floor 
space or the roosting places seem 
overcrowded there will be certain fall- 
ing off in egg production that may be 
very serious. There is, of course, but 
one way to remedy this. There must 
be more room provided or the flock 
will have to be cut down to fit its 
quarters without being crowded. 

Vermin is another reason and a big 
one. Lousy hens will not lay. The 
vitality is being sucked out of them 
and the ^ergy that ought to go into 
eggmaUng is being taken to nourish 
a few hundred mites per hen. The 
irritation that hens sutler when carry- 
ing these mites and lice is bad enough 
to keep them from laying even if the 
parasites were not drawing out their 
vitality at the same time.
